have ended Monday with a dis- 
cussion of the question: "Has 
this entire conference changed 
your ideas on pornography and 
censorship?"

DETROIT (AP) -A tempor- 


ary injunction has blocked pay- 
ment of the salaries of Wayne 
County 
supervisors, 
salaries 


which led to a recall campaign. 


The injunction was issued Fri- 


day by Circuit Judge Neil Fitz- 
gerald, who acted on a suit filed 
by three supervisors who say 
salaries set recently by supervi- 
sors for themselves are too 
high. The three are John H. 
Shepherd, George F. Killeen 
and Paul Silver. 


The 26-member board recent- 


ly voted approval of salaries of 
$12,500 a year plus $40 for each 
meeting attended. 


Named in the suit to halt the 


payments were Edgar Branigin, 
the county clerk and Louis H. 
Funk, the county treasurer. The 
injunction orders Branigin not 
to certify the proceedings of last 


j Saturday's board meeting which 


j approved the salaries. And it 
' blocks Funk from paying the 
salaries. 


The suit specifically asks that 


the meeting that approved tbe 
salaries be declared void on the 
grounds tiiat sufficient notice of 
the meeting was not given. 


Faced by public pressure and 


clamor 
over their pay, the 


supervisors met Thursday night 
as a Ways and Means Commit- 
tee and approved a proposal to 
limit salaries to $4,000. The 
board is scheduled to rule on 
the proposal Tuesday. 


The state Legislature set a 


date of Feb. 15 as the deadline 
county boards of 
supervisors 


may legally change their sal- 
aries. 


Fitzgerald scheduled a hear- 


ing for Monday which would 
require Branigin and Funk to 
show cause why they should be 
allowed to certify the meeting 
and pay salaries to supervisors.

Trade Commission, the Federal 
Power Commission, the Federal 
Communications, the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, the 
Civil Aeronautics Board, and the 
National Labor Relations Board. 


The NLRB probably is more in 


the public eye than others for the 
simple reason that whenever a 
union seeks to organize a plant or 
a strike occurs, the Labor Board 
invariably is involved and its 
rulings make the local headlines. 


The FTC 
whose 
function, 


broadly stated, is to keep busi- 
ness honest, received a fleeting 
public a t t e n t i o n last month. 


Seven law students made an 


"audit" of the FTC's perform- 
ance which it summarized as 
being characterized by "spectacu- 
lar lassitude and incompetence." 


This raised many an eyebrow 


in the business community which 
feels the FTC is too eager beaver 
for 
its own good. Paul Rand 


Dixon, the FTC chairman, called 
the authors "young zealots" with 
an "anti-business bias."

Periodically, Congress has used 


its budget study days to remind 
others that the regulatory agen- 
cies are leg men for the legisla- 
tors.

Asks Open Discussion 
On Catholic Education

This is an open letter to Twin 


City Catholics: — 


For almost four weeks I have 


been party to the decision that 
faces 
you. Though I 
am 
a 


newcomer - barely six months 
in town - I feel I have the right 
to call this decision and this 
crisis my own because I am 
deeply committed to education 
in general, Christian education 
in particular and Catholic edu- 
cation in the Twin Cities most 
specifically. 


The decision that we face s 


not unique. At the very least 
the entire Diocese of Lansing 
has 
undertaken 
a 
vast 
re- 


evaluation and re-organization 
of its educational system. The 
Diocese of Chicago, the second 
largest in the nation has done 
the same. 


H is not a decision that can 


be made lightly or hurriedly, 
but it has already been a year 
since the beginnings of it in the 
contract made with U. of M. to 
study (he siluation. Neither is it 
•a decision that can be run away 
from, put off, or buried under 
endless ijiinute details. 


The financial aspect is serious 


bul I submit that it is not the 
key issue. There has never been 
an educational system that was 
a financially viable corporation. 
Catholic education in particular 
has always been, at best, a 
precarious, nip-and-liick race to 
pay the longest overdue bills 
one step ahead of the collection 
agency. SI. John's has a debt 
while SI. Joseph's Parish runs 
its school from rapidly dwindl- 
ing endowments. But it is also 
true that St. John's went into 
debt (o expand while St. Joseph 
maintained ilself by 'closing a 
grade. The financial problem is 
and will oonlimie (o be a huge 
problem and must be dealt with 


but it is not the basic issue. 


The real crises is far deeper 


and can be faced only if we stop 
turning away from it to minor 
issues, cliches and shibboleths. 
Do we wish to maintain, and 
more - deepen - our commit- 
ment to the basic principle that 
an education rooted and ground- 
ed in a consistent, value-center- 
ed philosophy that includes a 
theological integrating force is 
worth the heroic sacrifices it 
entails? This is the issue. 


If it is to be debated, let us 


do it honestly and openly in the 
pages of this newspaper; in 
honest, 
face 
to 
face 
debate 


before all the people involved in 
the 
crises 
and/or 
from 
the 


studios of WHFB or WSJM. For 
a larger sense, our problem is 
not ours alone. It involves at 
least indirectly the taxpayers of 
both districts who will face a 
millage increase should either 
or both schools close. Deeper 
than even that, our decision, 
because it is a microcosm of 
the 
Benton Harbor vs. 
St. 


Joseph 
blood 
fued 
that 
has 


raised our hackles loo long, 
CAN bccoine the beginning of a 
new era of "Hands Across the 
River" in both directions. 


We can and must make our 


decision 
and 
make it now. 


There is far too much at, stake

Sherman was born in 1820 in 


Lancaster, Ohio, the son of an 
Ohio supreme court judge. His 
father died when Sherman was 
9 years old and he was adopted

Thomas Ewing, a close 


friend of the father.

Sherman 
entered 


West Point and graduated near 
the top of his class. His first 
field 
service was in 
Florida 


against the Seminole Indians. 
When the war 
with Mexico 


began in 1846, he asked for field 
duty and joined an expedition 
going to California by sea. 


He resigned from the army in 


1853 
and returned to California 


to conduct a branch bank at San 
Francisco. 
In 
1860, Sherman 


was chosen as 
the superin- 


tendent of a newly-established 
military college in Louisiana. 
There he stayed until he resign- 
ed to become a colonel of a new 
U.S. infantry regiment on May 
14, 1861. 


At 
the 
Battle 
of 
Shiloh, 


Sherman's gallant conduct gain- 
ed him promotion to major 
g eneral. Sherman's 
military 


career reached its zenith with 
his capture of Atlanta and the 
March to the Sea. 


Approached in 1884 to run for 


the presidency, he declined.

Declarer won 
East's ten with the jack and 
was faced , with a choice of 
tackling either clubs or dia- 
monds. 


He realized West could not 


have a long heart suit headed 
by the A-Q and the ace of clubs 
and king of diamonds as well — 
West 
would not have passed 


originally in such case — so he 
had to credit East with either 
one or both of these key cards. 


In practice, South led a club 


at trick two and quickly went 
down when East took the ace 
and returned a heart. 


But South would also have 


failed had he elected to enter" 
dummy with a spade at trick 
two and attempted a diamond , 
finesse. 
West would win with 


the king and presumably lead a 
club to East's ace, whereupon a 
heart return would result in' 
down two- 


The only line of play that 


might have succeeded would be 
to win East's ten of hearts on; 
the opening lead with the king' 
instead of the jack 


This extraordinary play might 


have 
convinced West that his 


partner had the jack of hearts 
instead of declarer, and could 
have affected his play later on. 


After winning with the king, 


South enters dummy a trick two 
with a spade and finesses .the 
jack of diamonds. If East has 
the king, South has nine sure 
tricks and his imaginative play 
at trick one has done him no 
harm. 


But if West turns up with the 


king of diamonds, declarers' 
position is by no means hope- 
less. West wins, but may fall 
into declarer's; trap by returning 
a low heart to his partner's 
(presumed) jack. If this hap- 
pens, South conies home scot- 
free.
